x NZ. the Town of Berwick upon Tweed ; And that all Paſſes by vertue of any other Treaties 
FI n= 082 then thoſe of Algiers, "Tunis and Tripoly, foꝛ Ships Entred fo2 the Mediterranean Sea, oz 

| Trading there, granted befor the 25% of March 1575. ſhall determine at Michaelmas 1676. 

And that all ſuch Paſles foꝛ ſuch Ships, granted after the 25% of March 1675. and befoꝛe the date of this 
Dur Royal Pꝛoclamation, ſhall determine on the 25 daß of March 1577. And that if any of the ſaid 
Ships ſhall be in any Poꝛt of this Kingdom, oꝛ in any Member o2 Creek thereof, at the time of the pub- 
liſhing of this Our Royal Pꝛocla mation, their Paſſes ſhall be then void; And if any of the ſaid Ships 
ſhall Happen to come into any Poꝛt of England, after the publiſhing of this Our Royal Pꝛoclamation, and 
befoꝛe the erpiring of the ſaid Periods, and unlade, their Paſſes ſhall thereupon determine; And alſo 
that all Paſſes granted to Ships Entred to any other part of the Wozld, o2 CoaſtWwiſe, ſuch Paſſes ſhall 
determine on the 29 day of September 1576. And hereof all perſons concerned are to take notice at their 


perils.
